Referring to recent syndicated 
offerings of an unnamed member 
of the “Brain Trust,” the Bulletin 
says the writer can offer nothing 
of real interest to newspaper read- 
ers. .

wrong,” the Bulletin says. “The 
fact is that such writers in ques- 
tion are officials of the United 
States Government and as such are 
being paid by the Government. 
What they write, if it is to have 
real value as a newspaper feature, 
contains material that they acquire 
by virtue of their official positions. 
The inference from syndicate an- 
nouncements is that here is an 
opportunity to buy inside facts. No 
public official is justified in selling 
Governmental facts at any time, 
much less while he still is in the 
public service. The public has.al- 
ready bought and paid for his wis- 
dom. ! 

\ “Newspaper editors could very 
easily put a stop to such mercenary 
service by refusing to buy and it 
is to be doubted if their readers 
would miss much by the refusal.”

tive and freedom of the individual 
man.”

Hatfield wrote: 

“I will patriotically co-operate 
with you in sending a respectful pe- 
tition to the President to exercise 
his legislative function of repeal 
and abandon this ghastly folly of 
industrial regimentation; for such 
is our present state of ignominy 
that by a single stroke of his pen 
all this economic madness called 
the NRA can be ended. 

“Paradise of Profiteering.” 

“I will eagerly co-operate with 
you toward restraining the orgy of 
speculation now carried on under 
the absolution of those who sub- 
scribed to and qualified under the 
NRA, and in curbing the paradise 
of profiteering that the makeshift 
NRA plans have precipitated. 

“I will zealously co-operate with 

you in expelling from high places 
in our Government such intellectual 
theorists as Prof. Raymond Moley, 
Prof. Rexford Tugwell and others, 
who are characterized by Repre- 
sentative Hamilton Fish Jr. as ad- 
mirers of the Red flag and prin- 
ciples of Communism.

OPERATORS’ LETTER 
AROUSES HIS IRE 


‘Insult,’ He Declares in 
| Wrath, but Later He Sum- 
mons Dissatisfied Group 
to Talk It Over.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—i1t ap- 
pared today that the administra- 
tion had weakened in its attitude 
toward the nonunion soft coal op- 
erators from whom it has been 
trying for a month to get a code 
of fair practice. After a three- 
hour conference with a committee 
representing the Appalachian op- 
erators, Recovery Administrator 
Hugh S. Johnson said last night he 
still hoped they would sign an 
“agreed code.” 

Only 24 hours earlier it had been 
emphatically stated in the most au- 
thoritative quarter that unless the 
operators accepted the code which 
Johnson submitted to them Thurs- 
day—and without undue delay—it 
would be imposed upon them by 
President Roosevelt by executive 
order. He possesses that power 
under the recovery act. 

Johnson Phones White House. 

At one stage during Johnson’s 
negotiations with the operators yes- 
terday afternoon he left the room 
and made a telephone call to the 
White House. But whether his ap- 
parent change of front resulted 
from that conversation could not 
be ascertained. At any rate, it 
came as a distinct surprise to those 
who had been closely following the 
progress of the coal code negotia- 
tions. 

In making public his own coal 
code Thursday Johnson said final 
hearings would be held on it Mon- 
day, at which those affected would 
be permitted to state their objec- 
tions. Last night he said that 
hearing might be “postponed 24 
hours.” 

The coal code provided a series 
of sensations yesterday, beginning 
at noon. While Johnson was at 
lunch he received by messanger a 
letter from the Appalachian opera- 
tors’ committee. Before he had 
read more than a few lines, he 
emitted a loud oath, threw down 
the letter and loudly asserted that 
he would not accept it. He pro- 
nounced its tone “insulting.” His 
secretary, Miss Frances Robinson, 
picked up the letter and took it 
back to the office with her. 

“About 5000 Objections.” 

Meantime members of the opera- 
tors’ committee at their hotel were 
telling reporters that the code com- 
piled by Johnson was so complete- 
ly unacceptable that they would 
not go to the trouble of listing 
specific objections, as he had in- 
vited them to do. One of their at- 
torneys, when asked how many 
objections the operators had to the 
code, smiled and replied, “Oh, about 
5000.” 

The nature of the letter—still un- 
disclosed—and word of the opera- 
tors’ utterances, did not tend to

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Six 
United States naval seaplanes yes- 
terday completed the longest non- 
stop formation flight on record. 

They covered the 2059 miles from 
Norfolk, Va., to Coco Solo in the 
Cana] Zone. 

When they landed at 6:25 p. m., 
five of the fleet had covered the 
distance in 24 hours and 55 min- 
utes. The sixth dropped behind 
during the afternoon but soon 
joined the flotilla at Coco Solo. 

Lieutenant-Commander D. M. 
Carpenter, flight commander, and 
10 other officers and 25 enlisted 
men who made the flight, received 
the congratulations of navy offi- 
cials. 

The six seaplanes left Norfolk at 
5:30 p. m. Thursday night and 
passed over Cuba shortly after 8 
o'clock Friday morning. From 
there, the usual course would have 
drawn the planes westward to fol- 
low the curving Central American 
shore line. 

But instead, Carpenter led his 
planes in an 800-mile flight over the 
Caribbean Sea, fighting stiff winds. 

Navy officials said the longest 
previous mass flight was made by 
Gen. Italo Balbo’s planes when he 
flew to Brazil in 1931. In his re- 
cent trip from Italy to Chicago and 
return the longest non-stop flight 
was 1677 miles.

NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—Lost in a 
fog a mile above New York’s can- 
yons and skyscrapers with the 
gasoline giving out—that was the 
predicament last night of a squad- 
ron of seven army planes—but ev- 
ery man in the squadron was safe 
today, although three of the planes 
were smashed to bits. 

Six men leaped from three planes 
and floated down in parachutes. 
Four other planes fought their way 
to safe but scattered landings, three 
at New York airports, one at Som- 
erville, N. J. 

The planes flying back from Chi- 
cago ran into impenetrable fog over 
the Wew York area. There was 
nothing then to do but say “Every 
man for himself.” They scattered, 
flying by instrument almost en- 
tirely.

The plane took some of the roof 
off a house as it crashed. 

Lieut. Arthur L. Logan and his 
mechanic, Private Whittaker, were 
near the ocean when they jumped 
and came down near Long Beach, 
Long Island. 

Lieut. John K. Lacey and Cor- 
poral Hunter, nursing their gaso- 
line supply, kept their plane aloft 
two hours. Then they jumped. 


Lieut. Lacey immediately reported 


himself safe at Skillman, N. J. For

CLEANS UP $3239 
POSTAL ROBBERY 


Clerk Who Had $120 Short- 
age in Stamp Stock Con- 
fesses Part in Preetorius 


Branch Theft. 


With the arrest of four men, in- 
cluding a postal clerk, police and 
Postoffice Inspectors today an- 
nounced a “clean-up” in the $3239 
robbery of the Preetorius Branch 
Postoffice Thursday afternoon and 
recovery of $1180 of the lopt. 

The postal clerk, a fellow em- 
ploye of the two clerks who were 
held up, and another of the pris- 
oners have confessed they planned 
the robbery primarily to cover up a 
$120 shortage in the clerk‘s stamp 


stock, according to the authorities. 

Following their confessions, po- 
lice arrested two other men. One, 
who said he was Charles Hines, 
50 years old, admitted, according 
to police, that he was one of the 
two holdup men. The other pris- 
oner, who said he was John Hert, 
31 years old, denied any part in 
the crime. 


The clerk, Angeles W. Bowman, 
37 years old, 3327 Lawn avenue, 
was arrested at his home last night 
shortly after a friend of his had 
bought $120 worth of stamps at 
the Main Postoffice, Eighteenth 
and Walnut streets. 

Inspectors Find Stamps. 

Postoffice inspectors, who had 
previous information of the stamp 
shortage, reported they found the 
stamps in Bowman’s home. They 
quoted him as saying he intended 
to put the stamps in his stock to- 
day to cover up the shortage. On 
information he gave, police ar- 
rested Thomas M. Bugg, 52 years 
old, 4508 Chouteau avenue, an offi- 
cer of the bus drivers’ union. 


Bugg at first denied any knowl- 
edge of the robbery, police said, 
but later admitted he helped pian 
it, pointed out the home of one 
robber and showed police where he 
had hidden the $1180 in a fishing- 
tackle box in his own home. .He is 
quoted by police as saying he 
drove the robbers’ automobile to 
an alley near the postal station, 3501 
South Jefferson avenue, and took 
them away after the holdup. 

Division of the loot took place 
immediately after the robbery, the 
inspectors said, and the $1180 was 
Bugg’s share, minus $120 that hé 
had given to Bowman. 


Fake Calls Arranged. 


Bowman and Bugg, police said, 
had arranged to have $3000 at the 
postal station by a series of fake 
telephone calls from suppesed sav- 
ings depositors. Two telephone 
calls were received at the station 
from men using the names of de- 
positors and asking that $1750 be 
obtained for withdrawal’ by one 
man and $1250 for the other. 

At 5 p. m. Thursday, an hour 
before the holdup, a telephone call 
was received from a man who 
asked if the money for one depositor 
had arrived. He was informed it 
had. 

Bowman was not on duty at the 
time of the holdup, which occurred 
at closing. time. Two other clerks, 
Lorenzo O. Scheller, 3443 Indians 
avenue, and his assistant, Harry

Officials of the Quebec Govern- 
ment ordered the hunt late yester- 
day after two fishermen reported 
having seen a balloon which an- 
swered the description of the Po- 


lish entry floating over Lake Bon- 
lac last Monday not more than 35 
or 40 feet above the water. Soon 
after they said a storm hid it from 
view. : 

The Polish bag was piloted by 
Capt. Francizek Hynek and Lieut. 
Znigniew Burzynski. 

Meanwhile, grave fears continued 
to be held for the safety of Ward 
T. Van Orman and his aid, Frank 
A. Trotter, in the American bal- 
joon, Goodyear IX. 

Definite word that a balloon re 
ported to have “disappeared” near 
Meteor Lake, northeast of Sudbury, 
Ont., late Sunday, was still in the 
air 24 hours later was received to- 
day. Lionel Gauthier, Rutter, Ont., 
said he and a companion, Herbert 
Richeldaffer, Homestead, Pa., saw 
the balloon drifting at an altitude 
of 5000 feet Monday. 

“No. doubt about,” Gauthier said, 
on reaching Sudbury, “and I’m 
sure of my time, too—4:30 in the 
afternoon.” 

Gauthier said he and Richeldaf- 
fer were crossing a small lake when 
they sighted the balloon, thought 
to be the Goodyear IX. 

“There was a high west wind 
and a storm was brewing s0 we 
were pulling for shelter,” Gauthier 
gaid. “We were just turning out 
of a bay when I saw the bag. It 
looked to me as if it had just come 
out of the clouds,. It was about 
5000 feet up and was moving from 
the direction of Ruel, east of us. 

“A large cloud was gathering 
rapidly, and I guess that just as 
soon as the balloonist noticed it 
he decided to move. The bag shot 
rapidly above the clouds and we 
saw it no more.” 

Gauthier said the balloon was 
moving in the direction of Timmins. 
It was following the same course 
that it was taking the previous 
evening over Meteor Lake. 

At Boston today seven army 
planes were held in readiness to join 
eight Canadian ships already en- 
gaged in the widespread search. 

At Washington it was announced 
the Navy Department planned to 
send the dirigible Macon into New 
England and probably into Canada 
to aid in the search for the two 
balloons as soon as the weather in 
those sections cleared up. Officers 
said that it would be useless to send 
the Macon to join the search until 
the weather cleared so that the 
dirigible’s officers could obtain good 
visibility. At present it is planned 
to take off tomorrow noon. 

The Navy has no planes near the 
regions over which the American 
balloon and the Polish entry were 
believed to have drifted. 

At the request of the Polish em- 
bassy and the management of the 
balloon race, United States Secre- 
tary of War Dern later instructed 
the Army Air Corps to co-operate 
in the search for the two missing 
balloons. 

Orders were sent to Major Gen- 
eral Fox Conner, commanding the 
First Corps Area, Boston, to direct 
' the flying forces under his com- 
mand to make a search along the 
New England coast.

PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 9.—The 
bodies of three who attempted to 
climb the cliffs and cross the ice 
fields of Mount Jefferson were 
found late yesterday.

GOODYEAR CO. GOES ON 4-DAY 
WEEK DURING SEASONAL SLUMP 


Attempt to Spread Employment; 
400 Men Already Have 
Been Laid Off. 
By the Associated Press. 
AKRON, O., Sept. 9.—The fac- 
tory of Goodyear Tire & Rubber 
Co., has gone on a four-day basis, 
company officers announced yes- 
terday. A Xve-day week was 
worked through most of August 
and a six-day week at the peak 
of production in the early summer. 
Practically all factory employes 
work a six-hour day. 
The shorter week was adopted 
to spread employment among as 
many workers as possible during 
the seasonal decline ‘in business. 
Goodyear has laid off 400 men 
since August 15 when 15,944 em- 
ployes were on the payrolls, as 
compared with the 1929 average 
of 16,755 and against 11,091 in Au- 
gust, 1932. 
Unless business is better than 
now expected, another 800 workers 
probably will lose their jobs before 
Sept. 30, officers said.

To Human Needs Conference 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8. 


ERE is the text of President Roosevelt’s greeting yesterday to 
the third annual Mobdilization for Human Needs Conference. 


Mr. Secretary of State, and 
you who are the leaders in this 
cause for the alleviation of hu- 
man need: 

I have been somewhat occu- 
pied during the past 48 hours 
with: human needs in other 
parts of the world, outside of 
‘our own country—occupied in 
the hope that the United States 
would not have to act outside 
of their own quarters. In the 
hope that another republic wil! 
be able to solve its own diffi- 


culties just as we are seeking 


to solve our difficulties. And, 
so, I have no set speech to de- 
liver to you today. 

I want to talk to you very 
simply and very briefly in re- 
gard to what might be called 
the “whole of the picture.” You 
are not the whole of the picture 
and neither am I, but the na- 
tion is. Our task, I think, ts 
to complete the whole of the 
picture and not leave any un- 
finished portion thereof. 

As you know, the many gov- 
ernments’in the United States, 
the Federal Government, the 48 
state governments, and the tens 
of thousands of local govern- 
ments are doing their best to 
meet what has been in many 
ways one of the most serious 
crises in history. On the whole, 
they have done well. The Fed- 
eral Government cannot, by any 
means, accomplish the task 
alone. The Government has, 
during these past months, en- 
tered into many fields of hu- 
man endeavor that it has never 
participated in before. 

I believe we Americans do 
not wish to see a permanent ex- 
tension of purely Government 
operations carried to the extent 
of relieving us of our individual 
responsibilities as citizens, and 
it is with that thought in mind 
that very early in this admin- 
istration we laid down in re- 
gard to one portion of this 
great picture a somewhat 
simple rule. 


When we came to the prob- 
lem of meeting the emergency 
of human needs, we did not 
rush blindly in and say, “the 
Government will take care of 
it.” We approached it from 
the other angle first. We said 
to the people of this country, 
“When you come to the prob- 
lem of relief, you face the indi- 
vidual family, the individual 
man, woman and child who 
livés in a particular locality 
and the first objective and the 
first necessity is that the citi- 
zens of that community, 
through the churches, the com- 
munity chest, the social and 
charitable organizations of the 
community, are going to be ex- 
pected to do their share to their 
utinost extent first.” 


Then we come to this second 
need or objective and that is 
the participation of local gov- 
ernment in the additional need. 

We demand that local gov- 
ernment shall do its share to 
the utmost, and then, if that is 
not sufficient, if those two fea- 
tures did not meet the needs, 
we come to the next unit, the 
state, and if that still is not 
enough, if the state has done 
everything it reasonably should 
do, then obviously the Federal 
Government must step in, be- 
cause, while it isn’t written in 
the Constitution, nevertheless, 
it is the inherent duty of the 
Federal Government to keep its 
citizens from starvation. 


Of course, in an organization 
of that kind, I suppose -that 
there is a certain tendency to 
feel, “if we don’t do it, the Fed- 
eral Government will.” Munic- 
ipalities or counties feel, “if we 
don’t do it, the state govern- 
ment will,” or a local organiza- 
tion, private organization, and 
individuals say, “well, if we 
don’t do it, the municipalities 
will.” 


In other words, putting the 
burden on somebody else with 
the general thought in the back 
of our heads “If we don’t do it 
somebody else will,” and, in the 
last analysis, “the kindness of 
Uncle Sam will see to it that 
we don’t fail.” 


We have had a great many 
examples of late of areas in 
this country, areas which have 
not done their share: and are 
coming, hat in hand to the 
Federal Government, and say- 
ing, “we want Federal relief.” 
There have been states which 
have not done their share— 
states where the problems of 
relief have gotten mixed up 
with politics; Legislatures that 
are thinking in political and not 
in human terms. There are 


municipalities which are go-- 


ing ahead with the spending of 
the taxes for political purposes 
and then find they haven't any 
money left for relief purposes. 


I am glad to say that those 


individual cases are diminish- . 


ing in number because the peo- 
ple of this country understand 
it and are telling the Govern- 
ment bodies, local or state, that 
they have got to “play ball” 
and not shirk. There are a lot 
of cases which are so close 
to the border-line of emergency 
that they do not belong to the 
roblem, 


being helped out a little here 
and a little there but with the 
fact that neither they nor their 


til next summer sometime, 
there is an emergency. We are 
going to try to take care of it 
as am emergency. It comes 
very close to the borderline 
—where the Red Cross has got 


_to step in because it is a pe- 


culiar kind of disaster and 
does not result from flood or 
fire. . 


There are cases in some of 
the coal] mining sections of this 
country where families have 
been starving w in and week 
out over a Jong period of time 
and where the community or 
the State failed to do their 
share. 

These are not disasters in 
the same sense or with the 
same results that grasshop- 
per and floods are responsi- 
ble. 

The point I want to make is 
this. Yeu have a very great 
opportunity, not merely to keep 
people from  astarving. You 
have a further opportunity of 
inculcating’ the understanding 
that we have to build from the 
bottom up—not merely to sup- 
ply food from the top down. 

There will be a tendency this 
year in obtaining the where- 
withal for local relief for peo- 
ple to say, “we can’t do it.” I 
believe they can do it, bigger 
this year and more generous- 
ly, more successfully this year 
than they could last. 

Taking it by and large, the 
country is in a much more 
hopeful frame of mind. Peo- 
ple have more -noney to spend 


and more time in which to do. 


it. It isn’t only the fact that 
a great many peoplo have al- 
ready been put back to work, 
the fact that people of proper- 
ty have been getting more 
from rents; there are fewer 
defaults on bonds and mort- 
gages. 

I believe today that you can 
go forth, in the spirit of the 
NRA, and work under it. You, 
of course, are going to work a 
great deal more than 40 hours 
a week. I want to tell you that 
you are hereby absolved from 
the NRA—if you want ‘to work 
70 hours a week, go to it. The 
executive branches of the Unit- 
ed States Government, and 
some of the other branches of 
the Government also are ex- 
empt. 


I think you must go into this 
campaign with the right to ex- 
pect greater success this year 
than last. Tell everybody that 
we are a little bit like the old 
railroad train that has to trav- 
el up a long grade. The first 
thing to do is to get that train 
started and the more we can 
accelerate the pace of that 
train, the more certain it is 
that it is going to get over the 
top. We have got the train 
started and is running, let us 
say, 20 miles an hour. We must 
get that train to go 40 miles 


_ an hour and then there is an 


assurance that it will go over 
the top. 

All of this community chest 
work, all of the uniting in the 
cause of meéting human needs, 
is based on that old word “co- 
operation.” During the war 
when I was on the other side, 
the Prime Minister of England, 
Lloyd George, was lunching 
with me at the American Em- 
bassy one day and our Ambas- 
sador said something about our 
co-operation in winning the 
war. Lloyd George turned to 
me ard said “you Americans 
are inventive—you have imag- 
ination—will you please send 
word back home that the Brit- 
ish Government will offer a 
prize of 10,000 pounds to any 
American who will discover 
some other word to take the 
place of ‘co-operation’?” No one 
has ever won the prize yet. 

The point 1 wish to make is 
that there are a great many 
people in this country who are 
going to say, ‘Oh, I have given, 
I am helping through such and 
such an organization, through 
such and such an individual, 
leave me out.” There is no such 
thing as being left eut. They 
can’t be left out. They have 
got to join you. Because, un- 
fortunately, we know the frail- 
ty of a certain type of human 
nature that says something like 
that as an excuse for not do- 
ing his or her part.

ENGLISH SCIENTIST 
| SAYS INTELLIGENCE 
IS DYING OUT FAST 


Dr. J. I. J. Hurst, Alarmed, 
Suggests the Subsidizing 
of Superior Parents. 


By the Associated Press. 

LEICESTER, England, Sept. 8.— 
Dr. J. I. J. Hurst of Cambridge Uni- 
versity told the British Association 
for the Advancement of Science 
yesterday that owing to the de 
creasing birthrate among the more 
intelligent families, the intelligence 
index of population is declining sv 
rapidly as to threaten the safety 
of modern civilization. 

He suggested a scheme of sub- 
sidizing parents whose intelligence 
is of a higher grade. 

Prof. V. Suk predicted that in a 
few years the Eskimo race in Lab- 
rador would be extinct. He said 
the main reason was “Europeaniza- 
tion” of the people. 

Earlier in the session Prof. C.

Th? application of the City of St. 
Charles for a Government loan of 
$350,000 to build a municipal elec- 
tric plant was filed yesterday in St, 
Louis with Hugh Miller, State en- 
gineer for the Federal Public 
Works Administration. The St. 
Cnarles City Council several weeks 
ago authorized Mayor Wayne S&S. 
O’Neal to apply for the loan. 

The Municipal League for Home 
Ru'*, which has sponsored the 
movement for a city electric plant, 


| met last night at the St. Charles 


court house and adopted a resolu- 


tion urging quic’ ~ction on the ap- 
plication. Copies of the resolution 
were sent to President Roosevelt, 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes, 
who is Public Works Administrator; 
United States Senator Bennett C. 
Clark, and Congressman Clarence 
Cannon. 

Hope was expressed by speakers 
at the mass meeting that work on 
the plant could be started this fall 
to relieve the unemployment situa- 
tion. Justice of the Peace Henry 
C. Phoelke, chairman of the St. 
Criarles Community Fund Relief 
Committee, said that unless this or 
some other large project were 
started to provide employment, the 
relief requirements of the city this 
winter would greatly exceed last 
winter's. It was said construction 
of tne electric plant would give em- 
ployment to about 300 men, about 
$145,000 of the cost going for labor. 

The cost of the plant was orig- 
inally estimated at $300,000 but $50,- 
000 was added because of the in- 
crease in the price of material.

University City’s Opportunity. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
S Walter Winchell would say, “An 
orchid to you, Mr. Post-Dispatch, for 
your untiring zeal in behalf of the com- 
mon citizen.” Perhaps the Union Elec- 
tric did voluntarily introduce its reduc- 
tion in rates, but many of us believe 
: that other potent agencies lent their 
pressing influence. 

The Laclede Gas Light Co., either be- 
cause of downright stubbornness or un- 
sound advice, refuses to recognize that 
the underdog is at last coming into his 
own, and that his rights must be re- 
spected and considered. In full sym- 
pathy with the Laclede Gas Light Co. is 
its cousin utility, the St. Louis County 
Water Co., which doggedly pursues its 
archaic policy of gouging the public for 
more than it will bear.

into their hands. 

Municipal ownership of waterworks is 
now in successful operation in more 
than 5000 cities and towns throughout 
the country, and is putting into the 
pockets of the taxpayers the rich harvest 
gleaned by these utilities profiteers in 
the past.

THE PROPOSED NEW BRIDGE. 
Mayor Crow of East St. Louis has announced that 
his city will ask for $3,400,000 from the Public 
Works Administration with which to build a sus- 
pension bridge for vehicles across the Mississippi. 
The St. Louis approach would be at Franklin ave- 
nue, three blocks north of Eads Bridge. Tolls pro- 
posed are 10 cents for private cars and 15 cents for 
commercial vebicles, the rates now in force on the 
Municipal Bridge. 
From the standpoint of a public works project, the 
proposed bridge is precisely the type of undertaking 
which the Federal Government has described as pref- 
erable. In poner oa place, it would be of great value 
ito both sides of the river when completed. Present 
crossing facilities are badly congested at times. 
With the improvement in business conditions and the 
growth of both communities, these facilities can be 
ceme only mere congested as years pass. A five- 
lane bridge to downtown St. Laquis looks to that not- 
far-distant future. 

In the second place, construction of the bridge 
would provide employment, both directly and indi- 
rectly. According to the preliminary application pre- 
pared by the East St. Louis city government, build- 
ing the bridge would give work to 400 to 600 men for 
a year and a half and could be commenced within 
a month of the Public Works Administration’s ap- 
proval. Besides workers employed on the bridge 
proper, many other persons would be engaged in as- 
sociated activities, such as those relating to the pro- 
duction, transportation and assembling of materials. 
Mayor Crow and his advisers, it may be taken for 
granted, have given careful consideration to the place 
their bridge would occupy in the movement of vehic- 
ular traffic between Missouri and Illinois. The pres- 
ent toll on the Municipal Bridge will be removed when 
funds sufficient to pay off the relief bond issue have 
4 been accumulated. It is planned eventually for the 
vehicle deck of Eads Bridge to be made free, in ex- 
change for the Terminal Railroad Association's use 
of the railroad deck of the Municipal Bridge. Pre- 
sumably, the proposed toll bridge would in time be 
confronted with a free passenger bridge only three 
blocks to the south. 

Details need to ke worked over, but so far as the 
idea itself is concerned, East St. Louis will find 
little or no opposition on this side of the river. There 
should be none. As Comptroller Nolte says, there is no 
reason to oppose tne plan. Within a reasonable limit, 
the more bridges at St. Louis the better. That limit 
has not been reached as yet. 

St. Louis and the populous Illinois region, which 
includes, among other communities, East St. Louis, 
Alton, Wood River, the Tri-Cities, Collinsville and 
Belleville, together comprise one metropolitan area. 
In the broad sense, what benefits one side of the 
river benefits the other. Another bridge will bring 
them that much closer together. 
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“CRIMINAL REPUTATION.” 
Chicago has hit upon a plan for dealing with her 
undesirables that will, we believe, command gerieral 
approval, at least for the time being. The procedure 
is a “reputation” warrant, issued against a person of 
“criminal reputation,” who has his day in court and, 
if convicted as charged, is sent to the workhouse. 
TWo verdicts of guilty have already been returned 
and the offenders given six-month sentences in the 
workhouse. 
Here is a process of law which may shock the legal 
fundamentalist, embodying, as it does, the principle 
that a citizen may be punished, not for something 
he has specifically done, but for what he reputedly 
is. It is, to he sure, an exercise of power that car- 
ries grave possibilities of abuse. It can be justified 
only by conditions that constitute an emergency. 
Such conditions exist in Chicago. They exist in 
St. Louis. They exist in all our cities. The profes- 
sional criminal is a menacing figure in our urban 
life. He has no legitimate means of support. His 
associates are of the same ilk. He has a police record 
a mile long. He has been involved in all manner of 
crime. He may have done a “stretch” or two. Most- 
ly, however, he has managed to “beat the rap,” 
thanks to the skill of his attorney, the intimidation 
or, as sometimes happens, the permanent removal 
of a witness, and the grotesque technicalities of the 
law which have made a mockery of justice and en- 
dowed him with practical immunity. The fellow’s 
name is legion. And always by his side, when ar- 
rested, is the professional bondsman to effect his 
prompt release. 
This Chicago device seems to be proof against 
bondsman, lawyer and legal technicality. If it con- 
tinues to work effectively, other cities might try it— 
give it a wide, whirling trial. 
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HERALDS OF THE NRA. 

In Harper’s Magazine for June, 1931, appeared an 
article entitled, “A 10-Year Plan for America,” 
which reveals its author, Stuart Chase, in the role 
of prophet. Mr. Chase proposed the resurrection 
of the old War Industries Board, which directed 
American industry during the war, as the new Peace 
Industries Board, to draft a plan for America and 
to supervise its execution, the aim to be a minimum 
family wage of $5000 a year by 1943. While differ- 
ing in many details, and less ambitious in its ob- 
jective, the NRA is the answer to Mr. Chase’s dream. 
Mr. Chase indicated that the new board would have 
to deal with the major industries—‘coal and oil will 
be most emphatically included in the control zone.” 
As to the nature of the board, it should be, like the 
old board, “a partnership of Government, industry 
and technician.” The war board enforced its deci- 
sions by argument, conference and fact-showing, 
using its teeth only as a last resort. Such is the 
method of NRA. 

If Mr. Chase’s board was to be successful, “the 
national income must be more equitably divided, so 
that purchasing powér may be maintained.” He 
thought, to achieve this end, “the board will prob- 
ably recommend a steadily increasing wage scale 
which releases purchasing power in sufficient vol- 
ume to buy back the products which the mills and 
mines are capable of producing. It will recommend 
progressively lessening hours of labor as an offset 
to technological unemployment, and to provide addi- 
tional leisure for consumption of leisure-time goods.” 
Mr. Chase’s 10-year plan also included a “noble 
program for public works, going far beyond court- 
houses and playgrounds to a vast afforestation proj- 
ect, perhaps even to a slum clearance project. We 
have too few trees and too many tenements.” A 
program for public works is included in NRA, and 
money is being lent for slum clearance, and 314- 
000 young men are engaged in afforestation. 

If it seems remarkable that Mr. Chase, two years 
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of NRA, it should be pointed out in fairness that 
he is only one of many economists who have cor- 
rectly prophesied what has come to pass. The basic 
troubles of the country have long ago been diagnosed 
and the needed remedies prescribed, ‘but it remained 
for the Roosevelt administration to heed the counsel 
of the economists. The college professors, known as 
the Brain Trust, gathered in Washington, have been 
the butt of a good deal of ruillery; it sometimes is 
necessary to repeat that they are there because the 
country finally had to turn to them.

WE TOSS SOME ORCHIDS. 

We rejoice in the approval by Secretary Ickes of a 
$500,000 loan for the purpose of building a model 
tenement in St. Louis under the supervision of the 
Housing Committee of Neighborhood Association. 

For three years the committee, with J. A. Wolf, di. 
rector of the Neighborhood Association, as its spear- 
head, has been fighting for this slum clearance proj- 
ect, now on one front and then on another. It en- 
countered terrific opposition everywhere. The com- 
mittee was told it could not be done and that it 
was not practical. The committee was spurned by 
the Missouri Legislature, to which it vainly applied 
for a housing lav, similar to those in New York and 
other states. It was regarded with deep suspicion 
by many segments of St. Louis real estate, interests. 
The traditional torpor of St. Louis, opposed to new 
and progressive projects, hung like a dead weight 
on the committee’s activities. 
Throughout the fight, however, the committee al- 
ways remembered it had a great cause, that of pro- 
viding decent quarters for families now living, as 
Bishop Scarlett put it, under medieval conditions. It 
went ahead with its campaign. It employed compe- 
tent real estate analysts and architects to make sur- 
veys and plans. When the NIRA was passed, the 
committee was quick to ask the Public Works Admin- 
istration for the aid it needed, and so well was its 
case made that the Government accepted it without 
a single change or suggestion. 
In 60 days, it is expected, the work will be started 
on three model buildings occupying an entire city 
block, with ample space for playgrounds, and all kinds 
of modern conveniences. We predict Neighborhood 
Gardens, as the project is named, will be a revelation. 
It will not only be a godsend to the families who 
will change their dingy quarters for its apartments, 
but it will start a general movement to rid St. Louis 
of slums. 
We have an armful of orchids for the men who 
showed St. Louis how to achieve what the doubters 
said was impossible. We toss the first one to Mr. 
Wolf, a man of dynamic energy, tact, abiding faith 
and persistence. We add that Mr. Wolf should be 
put high on the list of nominees for the St. Louis 
Civic Award, annually given to a St. Touisan per- 
forming distinguished acts of citizenship. We toss 
the other orchids to the committee: James Lee John- 
son, Samuel Piant, Roy W. Wenzfick, James T. Pet- 
tus, Bert H. Lang, George Oliver Carpenter Jr., W. T. 
Ravenscroft, David P. Wohl, P. J. Hoener and Lewis 
S. Haslam, and to the many others who helped make 
Neighborhood Gardens a reality. 
Fine work! 
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KENTUCKY STEALS A MARCH. 
In retrospect, it must have been the weather. That 
first part of July was hot here, and it was surely hot- 
ter in Kentucky. We are recalling, of course, the 
recalcitrance of the Bluegrass State in the matter of 
a vote on repeal. Prohibition Bouncer Farley wired 
Gov. Ruby Laffoon urging he include repeal machin- 
ery legislation in his call for a special session of the 
Kentucky legislators. The independent man with the 
poetic name ignored the plea, and so told the gen- 
tlemen of the press. From Washington went a sec- 
ond message, signed “James A. Farley.” Still no as- 
surance from Gov. Ruby Laffoon. Seemingly an 
impasse had been reached. July wore on, August 
waxed and waned. Now from Frankfort, as the su- 
mac leaves nearest the stalk show signs of red above 
the meandering Cumberland, has come word that 
Kentucky will do its part. Every difference has been 
ironed out and its sons and daughters will go to the 
polls Nov. 7. But if the State of the bluegrass was 
slow to act (it is No. 39 on the voting list), it has 
stolen a march on some of the other states which got 
an earlier start. Kentucky’s delegates will meet Nov. 
27, more than a week before conventions in Maine, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Utah and the Carolinas: Ken- 
tucky will be one of the necessary 36, and we suspect 
no one is enjoying the situation more than Big Jim. 
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FOREIGN CORRESPONDENTS IN GERMANY. 

An article on conditions in Germany, written by 
a returned traveler for Survey Graphic and reprint- 
ed in part on this page recently, gave praise to the 
“full and fearless reports in American papers.” Some 
conception of the difficulties besetting American cor- 
respondents, and nearly all foreign writers, for that 
matter, is to be had from the case of Edgar Ansell 
Mowrer, of the Chicago Daily News. After a series 
of “incidents,” Mr. Mowrer has just left Germany, 
having been transferred to Tokio by his newspaper, 
but had to depart ahead of his schedule because the 
German Government retused to guarantee his safety 
uniess he departed at once. 

This writer first drew Nazi wrath by his book, 
“Germany Sets the Clock Back,” which won the 
Pulitzer prize for 1932. The Nazi regime sought to 
force his removal as president of the Association of 
Foreign Correspondents in Berlin, but its members 
unanimously voted to keep him in office, though 
Mowrer offered to resign. Later, when Mowrer’s 
transfer had been ordered, but before the Nazis knew 
of it, he bargained with the authorities to release an 
Austrian writer from prison in return for his resig- 
nation.

O MORE convincing reason for the ex- 
N istence of the present strike of the cloth- 

ing workers of St. Louis could be found 
than the dispatch dated Sept. 6, announcing 
the formation of an organization of em- 
ployers “to combat the union drive,” which, 
of course, means to prevent the workers in 
their industry from joining a union. 

To one who knows the condition to which 
the workers, not only in the garment indus- 
try but in other industries, have been sub- 
jected under the misnomer of “the open 
shop,” the name of this organization of em- 
ployers, “the St. Louis League for Indus- 
trial Peace,” must appear quite ironical. 

The so-called “open shop” in reality is the 
closed shop against, union members. Until 
recently, th> iniquitous “yellow dog” con- 
tract, reducing the workers to the status of 
industrial slaves, was part of the equipment 
of some of the “open shoppers” of the coun- 
try. It would still be if not for legislation 
which was passed only after years of agita- 
tion on the part of those who cherish the 
democratic standards enunciated by those 
founders of the Government who believed in 
freedom for all of our citizenship.

Now, under the NRA, the activity of these 
falsely named “open shoppers” must assume 
another phase. Under the law, they can se- 
cure every right in their industry which any 
employer should be entitled to in any truly 
civilized community. They are prevented, 
however, from running amuck. Their arbi- 
trary power over wages and conditions, and 
therefore over the lives of their workers, 
is curtailed. They are practically notified 
that their day of “rugged individualism,” 
which brought poverty to millions of indus- 
trial workers, is over. 

Their dread of their employes being union- 
ized is rooted in the justified belief that 
such employes will be able to police the in- 
dustry and make it impossible to violate the 
provisions of the NRA. If they are enabled 
to control absolutely the jobs of their work- 
ers, they would be in the position to punish 
any of these workers who insisted upon 


| their rights under the NRA. 


It is an incontrovertible fact that all of 
the sweat-shops in the country were expon- 
ents of the “open shop,” even if all of the 
open shops were not sweat-shops. And when 
I use the word “sweat-shops,” I am not re- 
ferring merely to the small shops conducted 
under insanitary conditions.. I am referring 
to all employers who sweat people for wages 
such as Président Roosevelt has denounced 
as being so low as not to allow people to 
maintain a decent standard of living: It is 
of record that such wages have been paid 
by some large manufacturers in the cloth- 
ing industry who have been the most mili- 
ee champions of the misnamed “open 

op.” 

There is an old proverb which says, 
“Every man for himself and the devil take 
the hindmost.” Well, the NRA came into 
existence because the administration pre- 
sided over by President Roosevelt recog- 


nized that if every man was allowed to be 
only for himself and his own interests, the 
devil of wa=t, the devil of insecurity, would 
get us all. It is hard for some of those who 
have exercised arbitrary industrial control 
to yield up any of their privileges. The 
number of employers, however, who recog- 
nize that enlightened Selfishness itself de- 
mands that they adjust themselves to the 
New Deal seems to be increasing daily. 

It would seem to me that all of the far- 
Sighted citizens of St. Louis should recog- 
nize that a much higher scale of wages than 
now exists in the clothing industry there 
would be of benefit to the whole community. 
A low-waged population never built up en- 
during prosperity in any city or community. 


True, it may give riches to a few employ- 
ers, who may spend freely some of the ex- 
orbitant profits piled up through the paying 
of poverty wages to thousands of workers. 
These employers, however, are too few in 
number for their spending to affect in any 
great degree the business of the community. 
It is the spending of the many which cre- 
ates a prosperous community. In this, every 
citizen of St. Louis is surely interested. 

There is another side to the matter which 
should appeal to the pride of the people of 
St. Louis. The payment of low wages in any 
industry there automatically helps to pul 
down the standards of life among the work- 
ers in other places. This, in turn, reacts 
upon the entire country. Certainly, St. 
Louis, with all of its great industries, is 
vitally affected by the prosperity or lack 
of prosperity in the country at large. 

The NRA aims at stability of industry. It 
seeks to provide security to those who labor 
in industry. It is with that aim in view that 
maximum hours of work are being estab- 
lished at minimum rates of pay. The Amal- 
gamated has for over a decade fought tire- 
lessly for this program.

PLAN APPROVED 
BY ThE PRESIDENT 


Program for 1934-35 In- 
cludes Crop Reduction 
and Virtual Guarantee of 
Parity Price. 


(Copyright, 1933, by the Associated Press. ) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—A cot- 


ton production control program for 
1934 and 1935 has been approved 
by President Roosevelt and its out- 
lines are expected to be announced 
soon by Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace. 

Two main features of the plan in- 
clude crop reduction for next year 
to around 25,000,000 acres and a 


virtual guarantee of parity price 
to the grower on a portion of his 
cotton. 

This guarantee, as applied to each 
cotton producing county, would be 
almost half its production over the 
five-year average from 1928 through 
1932, since the domestic consump- 
tion of the entire production in the 
five years approached one-half. 

In turn, county committees would 
make the allotments to the individ- 
ual farms on the basis of the pro- 
duction of the land during the per- 
iod chosen. If a farm raised 100 
| bales yearly during the period and 
one man cultivated it, next year he 
would be assured the parity price 
on 50 bales, or slightly less. 

The average domestic consump- 
tion of cotton over the five-year 
period ending July 1, 1933, was 
about 5,500,000 bales.

SELLING PRICE OF GOLD 
CUT 500 BY TREASURY 


‘Today’s Quotation $29.12 an Ounce 
for Newly-Mined Metal Offered 
Abroad or to Crafts.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Today’s 
gold price, as announced by the 
Treasury, is $29.12, a drop of 50 
cents as compared with yesterday's 
quotation. 

The overnight decline was due to 
a drop in the price in the world 
markets. 

In reaching its quotation the 
Treasury takes the foreign quota- 
tion, which is highest and deducts 
shipping, insurance and handling 
charges from that figure. The price 
is based on pure gold. It applies 
to newly-mined metal in the United 
States which, under a recent order, 
may be sold abroad or for use in 
arts and crafts in this country.

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Seeming Success in Producing 
“Sleeping Sickness” in Monkeys 
Achieved in Four Weeks of Work 


First Step in Tracing Cause, Unknown at 
Present, of Disease, Reported by Sci- 
entists to Health Council.

OLLOWII + apparent success 
F in producing “sleeping sickness” 

in laboratory animals, reported 
yesterday to the Metropolitan 
Health Council, science is entering 
a new phase of its investigation of 
the disease which has caused the 
death of more than 100 persons 
here in the last six weeks. 

Six weeks ago epidemic encephal- 
itis, even in forms which had ap- 
peared in this country, was a mys- 
tery almost complete. And this was 
a new form, “encephalitis B,” never 
identified except in Japan and in 
Australia, where it was called the 
“X disease,”’.or “mysterious dis- 
ease.” 

It was reported that a Japanese 
laboratory once succeeded in pro- 
ducing some of its symptoms in 
monkeys. No causative bacteria 
had been isolated. Largély because 
of this, rather than from any posi- 
tive evidence, it was considered 
that the disease must be caused, 
not by visible bacteria, but by a 
filterable virus, containing no or- 
ganism visible under the micro- 
scope. If this was a virus, it was 
considered that it might have some 
connection with a virus which 
causes “fever blisters.” Because of 
Similarities to certain other epi- 
demic diseases, and because no evi- 
dence had been found of such 
transmission agents as insects, food 
and the like, it was believed to 
|spread through huma carriers, 
| provably through nose and throat. 
Experts Toil in Laboratory. 

Of such a chain of hypotheses 
was the body of scientific know!l- 
edge composed when distinguished 
Government and St. Louis scientists 
went to work here a month ago 
on the first reports of the epidemic. 
| But bit by bit, in field and labora- 
'tory, combining the utmost care 
_with an avidity for work which has 
'elimina‘ed the possibility of lunch 
|and cut rest to four hours nightly 
for some of them, they are piecing 
| together what they hope to be a 
‘complete picture of the great un- 
| knowns of the disease. 
| Outside the laboratory the first 
facts were established. Before the 
‘first case was reported in St. Louis 


‘the Health Department determined 
‘that the epidemic was not spread 
‘by food, milk or drinking water, 
'whi¢h might have affected thou- 
‘sands overnight. 

| But the laboratory quest for the 
cause, which must be found before 
‘anything could be done toward de- 
vising specific preventive or treat- 
| mond, had begun before St. Louis- 
‘ans knew the’ American medical 
| profession was confronted by a new 
‘problem. Material for laboratory 
‘study was taken from the eartiest 
patients. Some of it was injected 
in a monkey, with negative re- 
sults. 

| Three days later the Metropoli- 
tan Health Council set up its cen- 
tral epidemic laboratories at Wash- 
‘ington University. Local scientists 
‘were joined by eminent investiga- 
tors of the United States Public 
‘Health Service. Various phases of 
‘the investigation, in the laboratory 
‘and outside, were detailed to the 
scientists best equipped for them, 
‘with a compact organization, a co- 
‘operation of national, State and

But, while they go on with that 
“many weeks’ work,” they enter on 
a new phase of the quest for the 
cause with the material obtained 
from the monkeys ill of something 
which by present indications, is en- 
cephalitis. 

Before, as one of them had told 
this reporter, they were “shooting 
in the dark.” A hurried but ex- 
haustive test of herpes virus showed 
nothing. With nothing to go on 
from that point except the bare re 
port of animal inoculations in Ja- 
pan nearly 10 years ago, they had 
then to try out a series of tech- 
niques in handling material from 
patients here, in the hope, by elimi- 
nation, of obtaining a “take” in the 
animal. The techniques were at 
their finger-tips, for the two io- 
cal scientists have made notable 
contribution to the knowledge of 
other virus diseases, and their Gov- 
ernment associate has directed re- 
searchin encephalitis at the Na- 
tional Institute of Health in Wash- 


ington. 
Now they have something to 
work with. They are no longer 


“shooting in the dark.” If they 
have succeeded in transmitting the 
disease, they have their hands on 
the keystone of research that may 
go on world-wide for years to come. 
They have found the starting point 
for any investigation of the cause. 
If it is possible to work out a spe- 
cific treatment or preventive, that 
work must start from study of the 
cause. 


Next Step in Inquiry. 

First, they may attempt to trans- 
mit the disease from anima] to ani- 
inal. They may test various tech- 
niques, with the aim of determining 
that some part of the materia) car- 
ries the causative agent of the dis- 
ease. They can filter it, to estab- 
lish whether the cause, like viruses, 
will pass through, or, like ordinary 
bacteria, will be strained out, so 
| that animals inoculated with fil- 
| tered material will not take the dis- 


| ease. 


| df, as other indications seem to 
agree, this is a filterable virus dis- 
ease, they now may be very near 
its cause. Filterable viruses are 
not seen, although one may, of 
course, see the substance contain- 
ing them. Their nature is un- 
known, touched by at least three 
contradictory theories, so equally 
convincing that scientists now con- 
sider different viruses may differ 
in make-up. They are simply some- 
thing, imperceptible by known 
means of. detecting ordinary bac- 
teria, which causes disease. In that 
light, the mearest science ever 
comes to isolating a virus is to nar- 


row down to the finest possible 
point the substance that con- 
tains it. 


Checking and. Rechecking. 
But here begins a redoubled in- 
vestigation in the possibility that 
bacteria may have a part in this 
disease. In a few diseases, bac- 
teria have been found of a new and 
infinitely tiny order, capable even 
of passing through the filters. The 
possibility that such germs might 
have escaped observation’ in the 
working check-up must be investi- 
gated, and with it, the possibility 
that some other germ may be found 

in culture by special methods. 
Along the main course so far in- 
dicated in the quest for a direct 
means of combating the disease, 
material from animals which have

Some Monkeys Affected. 

Seientists redoubled their scrut- 
iny of monkeys inoculated with ma- 
terial which might contain the 
virus. Most of them showed no 
sign of any illness. A few, how- 
ever, began to develop a fever, and 
with it a tremor, an inaccuracy of 
physical motion and weakness 
characteristic of the human  pa- 
tients from whom the materia] had 
been taken. 

It looks like “encephalitis B,” in 
the opinion of clinicians who have 
seen the animals, and of patholo- 
gists who have examined the body 
changes in the monkeys. The lab- 
oratory workers, with the charac- 
teristic reserve of their kind, are 
not so confident. They point out 
that conceivably the effects on the 
monkeys might be due to some- 
thing besides the disease, and that 
mistakes have been made in other 
nervous diseases, in jumping to the 
conclusion that the disease had 
been produced in laboratory ani- 


had the disease may be inoculated 
into norma] monkeys to determine 
if it has any immunizing proper- 
ties, and into monkeys ill of the 
disease to determine if it has pos- 
sibilities in treatment. A wide 
range of techniques lies at hand to 
be tested in the hope of discover- 
ing one which might produce re- 
sults. All might fail, as they have 
in some virus diseases, but none 
will be overlooked. 


Hunting Transmission Agency. 

With obtaining. a “take,” the 
great object, the scientists have 
worked only with the most effec- 
tive laboratory means of transmis- 
sion they could devise. But they 
can now simulate natural means of 
transmission in the laboratory as 
their part of the many-sided inves- 
tigation to determine what actual- 
ly has spread the epidemic.

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DRY MILK TRADE PACT 
APPROVED BY WALLACE 


Agreement Limits Commissions 
of Brokers and Discounts 
of Jobbers.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—A na- 
tional marketing agreement for dry 
skim milk was signed yesterday by 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
although he objected to two sec- 
tions and suggested changes. 
He said the. schedule relating to 


brokers and jobbers appeared to 
“involve a freezing” of the method 
of distribution through jobbers. .« 
The agreement provided that 
jobbers are entitled to a discount 
of not more than 5 per cent on 
sales in certain classes of dry milk, 
that commissions paid brokers 
should not exceed one-fourth cent 
per pound of dry skim milk, and 
that no allowance or discounts shall 
be made to jobbers and brokers not 
recognized by the control commit- 
tee as an approved sales agency. 
Wallace said the agreement for- 
bade wholesale distribution of dry 
skim milk in package form. He 
said the Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics had found dry skim milk 
important in the treatment of pe!- 
lagra and other diseases and that 
its sale to retail consumers seemed 
advisable. 

The marketing agreement calls 
for filing with the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture, or a managing agent to 
be chosen by the centra] commit- 
tee, of a complete list of manufac- 
turers’ selling prices. The Secre- 
tary can disapprove the price lists 
proposed.

“Most of these animals have 
shown no signs of illness. Six mon- 
keys inoculated with material from 
five different patients dying of en- 
cephalitis have shown fever be- 
ginning from the eighth to the 
fourteenth day after inoculation.

Three of 
these animals have been submitted 
to pathological examination, and 
their central nervous systems 
showed lesions consistent with the 
picture found in human epidemie 
encephalitis. Reinoculation of ma- 
terial from these monkeys into nor- 
inal monkeys is also progressing. 
While these results are encourag- 
ing, many weeks’ work has yet to 
be done before it can be stated that 
the human disease has been estab- 
lished in animals.” 

Other Lines of Inquiry. 

From men of national! distinction, 
the Metropolitan Health Council 
heard reports on three distinct 
lines of research comparable in in- 
tensity and importance. 

An exhaustive program of “fol- 
lowing the course of the disease in 
nature” by canvass of patients and 
families and a scrutiny for a pos- 
sible source of infection, of every 
bit of data obtainable, was ex- 
plainec by Senior Surgeon J. P. 
Leake, heading the Public Health 
Service experts here. Dr. Leake in- 
troduced the epidemiologists who 
will participate as “the crack men 
of the service.” : 

Plans for two conclusive studies 
of the possibility that some insect 
may have a part in the spread of 
the disease were outlined by Maj. 
James S. Simmons, bacteriologist of 
the Army Medical School at Wash- 
ington, and Dr. L. L. Williams Jr., 
heading the Public Health Service 
medical entomologists here. 
Both referzed to an investigation, 
reported a few months ago by Maj, 
R. A. Kelser of the Army school, 
of transmission by one species of 
mosquito, of a disease somewhat 
resembling that current here from 
guinea pigs to other guinea pigs 
and to horses. 
Maj. Simmons related that sim- 
ilar work had been undertaken at 
the Army Medical College with oth- 
er viruses attacking the central 
nervous sytem, and in some cascs 
it appeared to have succeeded. He 
reported that setting up a labora- 
tory at Jefferson Barracks, he had 
allowed the same mosquito spe- 
cies—the variety that transmits ycl- 
low fever—to bite seven encéphal- 
itis patients. After a period of in- 
cubation, they were to be allowed 
to bite monkeys.

| Administrator Johnson Also | |

Not Apply to Churches, 
Charities.

WASHINGTON, Sept, 9.—Exemp- 
tion from the provisions of the Re- 


‘covery Act for non-profit institu- 


tions supported by public subscrip- 
tions, such as schools and hospitals, 
was authorized yesterday by the 


The ruling, approved by Hugh S. 
Johnson, the Administrator, said: 
“That schools, colleges, universities, 
churches, hospitals, and charitable 
institutions supported by public 
subscriptions, not operated for 
profit, except so far as they may be 
engaged in the operation of trade 
or industry, need not come under 
the provisions of the National Re- 
covery Act.” 

_-The interpretation followed con- 
sultations between the Administra- 
tion and a committee appointed by 
Dr. Charles R. Mann, director of 
the American Council on Education. 
In a letter to the hundreds of edu- 
cational institutions affected, Dr. 
Cloyd H. Marvin, president of 
George Washington University and 
a member of the committee, said: 

“This ruling means that non- 
profit making institutions under 
private control have the same 
status as have state and municipal 
institutions with regard to. the 
NRA. They are exempt from the 
provisions of codes. 

“This does not mean that they 
should not voluntarily meet so far 
as possible the specifications of the 
President’s agreement and co-oper- 
ate with the President in every way 
to hasten national recovery.” 

The hundreds of educational in- 
stitutions affected were being noti- 
fied today. ' 

Marvin said “this decision recog- 
nizes the fundamental principle of 
the freedom of colleges and univer- 
sities.” ; 

He added that many would have 
been forced to close if they had to 
meet requirements of codes such 
as apply to industry. 

His statement added: 

“This would have thrown the 
burden of educating the students 
from these institutions on public 
institutions that are not prepared 
to handle an increase in the cost of 
a greater student enrollment.”

ON SLAUGHTER Ot 
BEEF FOR MARKET 


‘American National Live- 
stock Proposal Made at 
Hearing on Meat Packers’ 


Agreement.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9. — Pro- 
posals for limiting the slaughter of 
cattle for marketing and establish- 
ing ‘minimum prices for livestock 
were made yesterday at an Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Administration 
hearing on a marketing code for 
the packing industry. 

Thomas E. Wilson, president of 


Wilson & Co., had contended that 
the proposed marketing agreement 
would have the triple effect of 
benefitting the meat industry, the 
producer and the consumer. Wil- 
son represented the Processors’ 
Committee of Four of the Institute 
of American Meat Packers. His 
testimony as well as various other 
proposals were taken under advise- 
ment when the hearing was con- 
cluded. 

Wilson, in his statement, said the 
meat packing industry did not in- 
tend to raise prices materially. 

“The packing industry,” he said, 
“is not going to be foolish enough 
to try to put the prices beyond the 
power of the consumer to purchase. 
That would force the consumer to 
substitutes. 

Livestock Association Proposals. 

F. E. Mollin, secretary of the 
National Livestock Association, 
urged that the slaughter of beef 
for the market be limited to the 
first four grades to benefit the in- 
dustry and to provide meat for re- 
lief purposes. He also urged that 
imports of canned beef from South 
America be “entirely prohibited in 
this emergency” and that the de- 
mands be supplied by canning the 
fifth grade of beef in this coun- 
try. All'‘other grades, under his 
program would be “confined to 
the furnishing of meat to relief 
agencies at nominal cost, even 
though the shipper received _ little 
more than the value of the hide 
above the actual marketing 
charges.” 

Argument for Price-Fixing. 

The price-fixing proposal was 
made by Earl C. Smith, chairman 
of the National Corn-Hog Commit- 
tee. He contended that the live- 
stock producers had been com- 
pelled to increase their expenses 
recently because of rising costs of 
what they purchased and that they 
should be given more for their 
product. He also wanted to give 
the producer all the saving accru- 
ing to the packer under the agree- 
ment. As it now reads, the pro- 
ducer would receive a “fair propor- 
tion.”

Boyd 
was returned to jail where he has 
been held in default of $25,000 bail 
in a Federal case in which he, Fin- 
ney and Finney’s confidential sec- 
retary, Leland Caldwell, are 
charged with use of the mails in a 
$260,000 scheme to defraud the state 
and a Chicago brokerage house. 

The state case against Boyd al- 
leges he used $150,000 of state funds 
to remove an equal amount of 
bonds, which the state maintains 
were forgeries, from the National 
Bank of TopeKa in a series of 
transactions in which, witnesses 
testified, Finney and his | father, 
Warren W. Finney, Emporia bank- 
er, were involved. 

Details of a series of transactions 
of which Boyd is accused were re- 
lated by three witnesses yesterday 
at the official’s préliminary hear- 
ing. ° 
Shortly before the hearing got un- 
der way, Fred M. Harris, special 
counsel for Gov. Alf M. Landon in 
the investigation into issuance and 
circulation of nearly $1,000,000 of 
bogus Kansas municipal bonds and 
warrants, disclosed that Roland 
Boynton, State Attorney-General, 
had profited to the extent of $1700 
through market investments made 
for him by Finney, and that the 
bond broker, accused of forging and 
selling bogus securities, had con- 
tributed about $1000 to Boynton’s 
campaign expenses last year. 

Released temporarily from jail 
where he had been held in default 
of $25,000 bail on a Federal mail 
fraud case, Boyd was seated with 
his attorgeys during the prelim- 
inary hearing, but did not take the 
stand. 

Boyd’s Aid Testifies. 

From Austin Logan, Assistant 
State Treasurer, Lester Goodell, 
Shawnee County attorney, obtained 
a version of some phases of the 
transactions on which prosecutors 
base their charge against Boyd. 

The assistant treasurer related 
that at Boyd’s direction, a $150,- 
000 check ‘vas drawn in the State 
Treasury last June 30, payable to 
the now closed Eureka Bank at 
Eureka. 

Logan testified that after the 
check was drawn, it brought the 
State’s deposit in the Eureka Bank 
to $275,000, although it held depos- 
itory contracts with the State for 
only $115,000.

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Ted Lewis, Here, Dis- 
cusses Music and His 


Philosophy of Work.

RAISE him or blame him, he 
P invented jazz. He admits it. 
It was he, as leader of an or- 
chestra on Coney Island, who first 
started all those strange new 
sounds and rhythms, who first 
made the trombones laugh, the 
horns talk, the saxophones wail, the 
clarinets sob and the drummers do 
acrobatics with their drum: sticks. 
He isn’t aware that anybody blames 
him for it. “Is everybody happy?” 
Ted Lewis has been persistently 
asking audiences for 25 years, and 
he can’t. put that line across and 
get the response he wants unless 
he is happy himself. That is part 
of his philosophy. And he does get 
the right answer, and has been 
getting it so uninterruptedly for so 
many years that that, though there 
may be people who do not like 
jazz he has no way of knowing it. 
So in earnest was he, so com- 
pelling in his recitation of various 
numbers on his program, one called 
“Rhythms,” another “The College of 
Experience,” another which in- 
cluded references to the virtues of 
all his contemporary jazz band 
leaders, that for the moment he 
persuaded me to like jazz myself. 
“First, you’ve got to seH yourself 
to yourself before you can make 
your audience believe in you,” he 
said, expounding his philosophy. 
“You’ve got to be sold on your own 
goods as a good salesman is, you 
understand. It’s confidence, you 
understand. The way you feel, you 
make your audience feel. I can 
tell whether I am getting rhy stuff 
across; I can tell even when the 
audience is a radio audience. It 
isn’t any signal I get from the au- 
dience. It is a signal I get from 
within myself. If I am not  put- 
ting everything I’ve got into my 
act; if I am letting my audience 
down, then, and then only, do they 
let me down. Only when I ring the 
bell within myself, can I be sure 
I am hitting what I am aiming 
at in the audience.” 


A jazz tragedian, one of his 
press notices calls him. And I 
never met a comedian so_ serious 


about his work. In an interview 
he was continuously bursting into 
recitative descriptions of his 
songs or rising to enact an imita- 
tion of one of his contemporaries, 
always enthusiastically generous 
imitations. He assumes a paternal 
attitude toward other. orchestra 
leaders, even some more famous 
than himself. Many of them he 
discovered or helped assemble their 
orchestras from talent he had been 
associated with in his own bands. 
Generously he does not forget those 
who have helped him, too. 

' “T owe the most beautiful of my 
lyrics to J. Kern Brennan,” he 
said. “He is 65 years old and 
lives in California. Far removed 


from the sound of jazz, he sits and 


dreams. I send him a rough idea 
of what I want and he sends it

back translated into poetry. The 
germ of the idea may be mine, 
but the beautiful soul-stirring 
words are his, and I am inspired 
in my medium to put it across.” 

Only a few of the best known of 
these songs are “Just Around the 
Cérner,” “Aha, You’re Making Eyes 
at Me,” “When My Baby Smiles at 
Me” and “Goodnight” which of late 
has superseded Home Sweet Home 
as the popular melody with which 
to close a dancing party. Also he 
collaborated on “Three O’Clock in 
the Morning.” 

“IT had a gratifying letter from 
a lady recovering from a surgical 
operation,” he said. “She told me 
the surgeon, a very famous one in 
Chicago, sang ‘When My Baby 
Smiles at Me,’” all during the time 
she was on the operating , table 
and that it had a soothing effect 
upon her. And the surgeon tells 
me he always finds himself hum- 
ming that air when he is engrossed 


in an operation.”

Ne the younger, jazz age gen- 
eration would care to acknowl- 
edge how the years are creeping 
over him. But Lewis was a phi- 
losopher about this too. He is cele- 
brating his twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary on the stage here this week 
with a good deal of publicity about 
it.

OT all entertainers appealing 


“If I didn’t emphasize 25 years, 
there would crop up people saying 
‘Why, I saw him here at the old 
Imperial 35 years ago,’ or ‘50 years 
ago, it doesn’t matter to them. 
It’s a way the public has of piling 
years on the actor or actress. As 
a matter of fact it was more than 
25 years ago that I made my first 
appearance in St. Louis. It was at 
the World’s Fair in 1904. I came 
here as a member of the boys’ 
band organized by the Maccabees 
in my home town, Circleville, O.

Deafmutism 


HE deaf-mute is an individual 
T who neither hears nor speaks. 
The origin of the individual’s 
disabilities are not always clearly 
understood. While most lay per- 
sons belief that deafmutism is an 
inherited defect, according to Dr. 
Malherbe of Paris, hereditary or 
congenital deafness accounts for 
less than one-third of the cases. 


Strangely, in its hereditary form, 
deafmutism affects chiefly males. 
Close blood relationship in the par- 
ents (first cousins) has been 
thought to contribute to the birth 
of deafmutes, but in itself is not 
responsible for it. 


It is only when there is a heredi- 


tary taint in the two branches of 
the family that their union may re- 


sult in the procreation of defective | 


offspring. 

According to Dr. Malherbe, the 
vast majority of deaf-mutes are 
only deaf persons who have lost 
their hearing when under 7 or 8 


years of age. Such deaf-mutes do 
not speak because, not hearing, 
they do not recognize spoken 
words. However, their brain cen- 
ters for speech are intact. 


Dr. Malherbe is of the opinion 
that when deafness develops around 
the age of 7 the child soon loses the 
use of spoken language. When deaf- 
ness develops after the age of 7 or 
8, the cufferer may continue to 
speak, despite his failure to hear, 
making use of such words as he has 
already learned. 


Dr. Malherbe, basing his conclu- 
sions on much observation § and 
many experiments, believes that 
the nerves of hearing may be in- 
jured by hereditary alcoholism, con- 
genital tuberculosis and congenital 
syphillis. 

Among the causes which may 
seriously injure th hearing mech- 
anism in the young child he lists 
cerebro-spinal meningitis, scarlet 
fever, measles, injury and numer- 
ous infections of the nose and 
throat, involving the ear. 

As a contribution to the preven- 
tion of deafmutism Dr. Malherbe 
urges the cleansing and disinfec- 
tion of the nose and throat of the 


} new-born. 


Milk and Lettuce 


HE skeleton contains about 99 
T per cent of all the calcium in 

the human body, but calcium 
also plays an important role in the 
proper clotting of the blood and in 
the orderly operations of muscles 
and nerves. 


It has been pointed out that the 
ayerage American diet. is notori- 
ously deficient in calcium, likely 
more than in any other nutritive 
element.

Many common articles of food. 


| The ideal source of calcium is 
_milk, for milk contains a little 

more than one gram of calcium er 
liter (approximately two pints). It 
| the individual both enjoys and can 
‘drink milk, it is one of the best 
| Sources of calcium. 

Unfortunately however, some in- 
| dividuals, including quite a number 
| of children, do not like and do not 
easily digest milk In such cases 
‘the milk foods, and notably cheese, 
can be used as a subs‘itute source. 
But calcium is to be found in other 
foods as well, notably in leafy and 
root vegetables and particularly in 
lettuce, 

There is, of course, a wide mar- 
gin of difference between the cal- 
cium which is eaten and the 
amount of calcium which is ab- 
sorbed or enters the body. Other- 
wise it would be a simple matter 
to take calcium as one takes com- 
mon table salt. 

Lettuce has somewhat a margin 
on milk in this respect, for it has 
been shown that the body absorbs 
and retains the calcium provided by 
lettuce much better than it does 
the calcium in milk. 

However, lettuce cannot serve as 
an adequate substitute for milk as 


secure the amount of calcium that 
is to be found in about one-half a 
Pint of milk one would havé tto 
consume about a peck of lettuce. 

It is, however, desirable to in- 
clude a variety of calcium-contain- 
ing foods in one’s diet, using milk, 
cheese and vegetables, the latter 
because, in addition to calcium, 
they contain vitamins and such val-

South, Johnny Rau, opened as 
dealer with a club. West passed. 
Wernher, North, bid a diamond. 
Now East, despite many warnings 
in the recent past, bid a spade. 
Double by South—pass, pass, pass. 
It Was the Wrong Time to Incur 

a Risk. 

In the first-place, a Sims player 
had opened the bidding as dealer; 
his partner had made a response 
which might indicate a _ strong 
hand. 

In the second place, East had 
enough in his hand to feel hopeful 
of defeating a siam if one should 
be bid. 

In the third place, if the oppo- 
nents should bid instead of 
doubling, a spade led by West would 
probably do more harm than good, 
A natural lead would be preferable, 

A fourth consideration would be 
that Wernher and Rau can handle 
these’ situations effectively; it 
might be safer to select some other 
pair to which to offer such a 
chance, if one hoped to get away 
with something. 

Down 2000 Points. 

Johnny laid down the ace of dia- 
monds, then led a low heart. Wern- 
her won with the ace and played 
the ten of spades. East held off, 
and now the jack of clubs was cov- 
ered; the ace won and a_ second 
diamond lead put North in to lead 
spades again. East finessed, South 
won and played a spade back. Thus 
East made only two spade tricks, 
being finally compelled to lead away 
from the queen of hearts. Admit- 
tedly, East might have saved a 
trick in the play. My point is that 
this weak overcall involved a sense- 
less risk, out of all proportion to 
the figures involved. The other 
three hands might easily be rear- 
ranged so that North and South 
could not even make a game, and 
yet one spade doubled might cost 
1400 points. Actually, the North- 
South ‘hands are good for five no 
trumps. East conferred on them 
the equivalent of two rubbers.

pale Series of U. S. Stamps. 


An entirely:new series of regu- 
lar postage stamps will be issued 
next year by the United States. 
Plans are being made at both the 
Post Office Department and the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
for 25 different denominations to 
replace those now in use. At the 
present time designs for the new 
stamps are being outlined. 

Upon one of the stamys will ap- 
pear a portrait of Calvin Coolidge. 
The denomination upon which this 
will appear has not as yet been 
decided upon, 

The 25 denominations of tage 
stamps which will be issued are as 
follows: % cent, 1 cent, 1% cent, 
2 cent, 3 cent, 4 cent, 5 cent, 6 cent, 
7 cent, 8 cent, 9 cent, 10 cent, 11 
cent, 12 cent, 13 cent, 14 cent, 15 
cent, 17 cent, 20 cent, 25 cent, 30 
cent, 50 cent, $1, $2 and $5. 

The present values will be with- 
drawn and two colors substituted 
on some of the values. There are 
hopes amongst collectors that it be 
a pictorial series. 


More Columbus Commemora- 
tives of Nicaragua. 

The 44l1st aniversary of the sail- 
ing of Christopher Columbus from 
Patios has been commemorated by 
Paraguay and-Salvador. More in- 
formation is also at hand about 
the Columbus Commemoratives of 
Nicaragua. 

Paraguay’s Columbus set will be 
late in appearing and will consist 
of 30,000 sets of the following val- 
ues: 10p, 20p, 50p, 1p, 1p50, 2p, Sp 
and 10p. 

The Columbus set from Salva- 
dor will consist of five values and 
10,000 of each denomination will be 
issued with the exception of the 
lowest of which there will be 15,000 
issued. The value will be 15c, 20c, 
25c, 40c and 1 colon. The design 
will be of a flag, an airplane and 
three crosses with the shaft of the 
flag resting on part of the map 
of the country. These will be print- 
ed locally by the National School 
of Graphic Arts. 

The Columbus Comniemoratives 
from Nicaragya will be by far the 
largest of any of the countries com- 
memorating the 44lst anniversary 
of the sailing from Palos. There 
are three different sets, one for 
regular postage consisting of 13 
values, one for air mail service, 
consisting of 11 values, and one 
for official service, consisting of 
12 values, a total of 36 varieties. 
All three sets use the one design 
which consists of the “Flag of the 
Race,” which is a large white flag 
with three crosses similar to the 
German cross on it. From the back 
of the center cross raises the sun, 
This flag is in the center of the 
stamp and three bands of color run 
diagonally from the lower left cor- 
ner upwards. 

The values are in squares in both 
the lower left and upper right cor- 
ners and in the lower right corner 
is the date in Latin “3 DE AGOS- 
TO 1933. ” Part of the following in- 
scription is on the left side and 


/part on the right side of the flag 


“LA BANDERA OF LA RAZA.” 


Beneath the flag is this inscrip- 
tion, “REP. DE NICARAGUA.’ 
The regular series consists of the 
following: *%c, bright green; Ic 
green, 2c red, 3c carmine, 4c or- 
ange, 5c yellow, 10c light brown, 
15c brown, 20c dark blue, 25¢ light 
blue, 30c purple, 50c red violet 
and ip brown. The air mail series 
as follows: le gray-brown, 2c vio- 
let, 4c purple, 5c gray-blue, 6c 
bright blue, 8c brown, 15¢c brown, 
20c yellow, 25c orange, 50c carmine 
and ip light green. 

The official series consists of the 
following: lc orange, 2c yellow, 3c 
brown, 4c light brown, 5c brown, 
6c blue, 10c purple, 15c red violet, 
20c blue green, 25c green, 50c car- 
mine and ip red.

BRAZIL—A large horizontal ob- 
long stamp bearing for its design 
the Santos Dumont monument at 
St. Cloud, France, will be issued 
here sometime in September. Its 
use is compulsory on all domestic 
mail. Santos Dumont is one of the 
pioneers in aviation. 

CHINA, Setchwan—This province 
like Turkestan, Yunnan, and Man- 
churia is to have its own individu- 
al surcharge. Sixteen denominations 
are to be overprinted in Chinese. 

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC—A set 
of three values portraying Presi- 
dent Trujillo has just been issued. 
The portrait on each value is 4if- 
ferent. The lc green and black por- 
tray the President in full dress mil- 
itary outfit, the 3c lavender and 
black shows him in formal evening 
dress and the highest value, 7c blue 
and black, gives a view of Trujillo 
in full dress military outfit. These 
stamps were issued on Aug. 16, a 
great national holiday. The stamps 
were printed in London and are 
approximately the same size as he 
Merino issue. The series was sched- 
uled to consist of four values but as 
the 2c value did not arrive on time 
the other three were placed on 
sale.

Preventive Care 
PRING and fall house clean 
S ings have ceased to be the bug- 
bears of home life since the in- 
vention of modern mechanical aids 
such as the vacuum cleaner. 

But it is still necessary to pack 
and unpack clothes and coverings 
and furbish up wardrobes in prep- 
aration for the change of weather 
Possibly it might be well if we also 
checked up on the family health to 
protect it against illness in the com- 
ing season. 

Preventive medicine is a saving 
both in health and in money, and 
much of the chronic illness of later 
life could be avoided if the children 
were examined periodically in child- 
hood. 

During schoql sessions it is hard 
to find time for the necessary visits 
to clinics and doctors, but at the be- 
ginning or end of long summer va- 
cations there should be both time 
and leisure. 

General health should be looked 
into first, with special attention to 
the various forms of inoculation 
which are so effectually lessening 
the horrors of what were once 
alarming and frequent diseases. 

A visit to the oculist should come 
next, especially if the children are 
just starting school. Many children 
go to school for years and struggie 
along at the tail end of the class, 
quite unconscious of the fact that 
some imperfection or peculiarity of 
eyesight is responsible for their 
difficulties. 

Finally, but equally important, is 
the dentist. He should be called 
upon to examine a child’s teeth 
every six months. After adolescence 
such frequent visits, while desira- 
ble, are not so essential as before. 
Many of the ailments and disabili- 
ties of later life are due to teeth, 
and might well be avoided by great- 
er care of them in youth.
